To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  seventeenth  Annual 
Report  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  of  Divional  Health 
Administration.  Under  the  Divisional  Health  Scheme  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  Divisional  Medical  Officer 
for  the  West  Riding  County  Council’s  local  health  services 
and  has  similar  functions  in  the  Borough  of  Todrnorden,  the 
Urban  Districts  of  Sowerby  Bridge  and  Rippondeii  and  the 
Rural  District  of  Hepton.  This  scheme  has  led  to  a closer 
integration  of  local  authority  health  services. 

The  vital  statistics  for  1963  show  some  changes  from 
the  usual  figures  for  the  district.  Although  the  birth  rate  is 
at  its  highest  level  since  1950,  it  is  still  appreciably  lower 
than  the  national  rate  and  it  is  also  less  than  the  death  rate. 
This  adverse  balance  of  deaths  in  excess  of  births  is  again 
reflected  in  the  population  estimate,  which  shows  a further 
fall  this  year.  The  death  rate  of  17.0  is  higher  than  average, 
due  almost  entirely  to  the  high  incidence  of  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  circulation.  Coronary  disease  alone  was  respons- 
ible for  44  deaths,  10  of  them  under  the  age  of  65  years. 

The  measles  epidemic  which  started  in  the  latter  months 
of  1962  persisted  into  1963  and  a further  69  cases  were 
notified.  Otherwise  there  were  no  significant  outbreaks  of 
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infectious  disease  in  the  district.  Notifications  of  tuberculosis 
have  now  fallen  to  about  two  each  year,  less  than  one-fifth 
of  the  incidence  recorded  as  recently  as  10  years  ago.  In  a 
further  effort  to  eliminate  this  infection,  this  division  of  the 
West  Riding  is  co-operating  with  the  Ministry  of  Education 
in  carrying  out  a survey  to  determine  the  extent  of  naturally 
acquired  tuberculosis  infection  in  children  between  the  ages 
of  eight  and  twelve.  This  is  particularly  opportune  now  that 
this  disease  has  been  eradicated  from  cattle  and  a generation 
which  has  not  been  exposed  to  bovine  infection  is  coming 
of  school  age.  Consequently  a child  who  reacts  to  a skin  test 
will  have  been  infected  from  a human  source  and  it  is  hoped 
that  this  survey  will  prove  valuable  in  detecting  unsuspected 
cases  in  tlie  community.  The  skin  test,  which  is  simple,  pain- 
less and  harmless,  was  carried  out  on  2,785  children  in  this 
division  in  1963  and  in  the  first  year  resulted  in  8 cases  being 
notified  and  a further  24  persons  being  kept  under  observa- 
tion at  the  chest  clinic.  I am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that 
the  reactor  rate  which,  like  the  tuberculosis  notification  rate, 
has  been  high  in  this  area  for  many  years,  is  now  coming 
down  to  an  acceptable  figure.  For  instance,  in  1949  some  45% 
of  our  children  had  been  exposed  to  the  risks  of  tuberculosis 
infection  by  the  time  they  were  ten  years  of  age,  but  last  year 
the  figure  for  the  same  age  group  was  less  than  11%. 
Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  offered  to  contacts  of 
cases  and  to  children  in  the  secondary  schools  providing 
there  is  no  evidence  of  previous  infection,  and  this  confers  an 
excellent  degree  of  protection.  In  1963,  759  such  vaccinations 
were  performed  in  this  division. 

The  chiropody  service  continued  to  be  administered  by 
the  Hebden  Royd  and  Hepton  Old  People’s  Welfare  Com- 
mittee. In  the  course  of  the  year  509  patients  received  2,696 
treatments  at  the  chiropodists’  surgeries  and  a further  2C8 
patients  who  were  unable  to  attend  at  a surgery  received 
937  treatments  at  home. 

This  year  saw  the  inauguration  of  a joint  scheme  between 
the  district  council  as  the  local  housing  authority  and  the 
county  council  as  the  welfare  authority  which  resulted  in  the 
provision  of  bed  sitting  rooms  and  flats  with  communal 
facilities  including  laundry  services,  under  the  general  super- 
vision of  a warden.  This  is  now  enabling  old  people  to  live 
independently  in  their  own  home  in  their  own  district,  with 
the  knowledge  that  someone  is  at  hand  to  help  if  needed. 
However,  the  diet  of  old  people,  especially  those  living  alone, 
frequently  leaves  much  to  be  desired  and  there  is  no  doubt 
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lhal  a service  to  provide  regular  meals  to  suitable  old  people 
would  be  both  beneficial  and  appreciated. 


In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
council  for  their  kindness,  patience  and  co-operatioiu  and  to 
thank  Mr,  Tindall,  Public  Health  Inspector,  tor  his  mosi 
willing  assistance  in  helping  me  to  tackle  the  numerous  prob- 
lems of  the  Health  Department.

General  Provision  of  Health  Services 

A.  Hospitals  n . , 

There  is  no  hospital  in  Hebden  Royd  district  Patien  s 
reauiring  hospital  treatment  are  referred  as  a ruk  to  hospitals 
nnder  the  admnistration  of  the  Halifax  Hospitals  Manage- 

trrnnn  are  the  Halifax  General  Hospital,  Royal  ^aniax 
Infirmary  St  John’s  Hospital  (for  the  aged  and  chronic  sick), 
Northowram  Hall  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases,  To^mor- 
den  Fielden  Hospital  (for  long  stay  medical  cases  in  children), 
Sd  Todmordrstansfield  View  Hospital  for  mentally  sub- 

normal  patients. 

Maternity  Beds  are  available  at  the  Halifax  General 
Hosoital.  Priority  in  booking  is  given  to  abnorrnal  cases, 
motors  expecting  their  first  child,  and  mothers  with  unsatis- 

factory  home  conditions. 

Special  hospitals  (e.g.  Mental  Hospitals,  special  Ortho- 
nsedic  Hospitals,  Tuberculosis  Sanatoria,  etc.)  outside  the 
Halifax  area  are  available  when  required  ; ^^y  are  situa  e^^ 
in  various  parts  of  the  so-called  “ Leeds  Hospital  Region 
which  in  fact  extends  into  all  three  Ridings. 


B.  Ambulance  Service 

The  County  Ambulance  Service  Todmorden  Depot,  Tel. 
Todmorden  844,  covers  Hebden  Bridge  but  not  Mytholm- 
royd,  which  is  covered  by  the  Halifax  Corporation  Ambu- 
lance Service,  under  an  agency  agreement  for  hospital  aO- 
missions.  For  other  work  arrangements  are  made  througn 
the  W.R.C.C.  Brighouse  Ambulance  Depot. 


C.  Laboratory  Facilities 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratoo' 
Service  (directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for  the 
Ministry  of  Health)  at  central  laboratories  in  Wakefield  and 
Bradford  and  by  the  Regional  Blood  Transfusion  Service  at 

Leeds. 


D.  Issue  of  Anti-Toxin,  etc. 

Supplies  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  anti-toxin  are 
able  at  the  Northowram  Hall  Hospital  and  the  Royal  Halifax 
Infirmary  for  issue  to  medical  practitioners  requiring  them. 
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By  arrangement  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  supplies 
of  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  also  kept  at  the  Divisional  Health 
Office,  The  Medical  Centre,  Todmorden,  for  the  use  of 
medical  practitioners  in  the  division.  A supply  of  reagents 
for  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  immunisation  is  also 
available  free  of  charge  to  private  practitioners  who  have 
undertaken  to  participate  in  the  West  Riding  County  Coun- 
cil’s schemes  of  immunisation.  Poliomyelitis  vaccine  is  also 
issued,  in  accordance  with  approved  arrangements. 

SECTION  III 

W R C C Preventive  Health  Services 

A.  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

PITT  STREET  CLINIC,  HEBDEN  BRIDGE.—The 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  here  every  Wed- 
nesday and  Thursday  afternoon  with  a doctor  in  attendance 
on  Thursday  afternoon,  together  with  the  Health  Visitors, 
and  an  Ante  Natal  Clinic  similarly  staffed  was  held  every 
Tuesday  morning.  The  School  Clinic  was  held  every  Wed- 
nesday morning  and  was  attended  by  a doctor.  Sunlight 
clinics  were  held  every  Monday  afternoon  and  Thursday 
morning. 

SCOUT  ROAD  METHODIST  SUNDAY  SCHOOL.— 
The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  at  Mytholmroyd  is 
held  on  Wednesday  afternoons  with  a doctor  in  attendance 
on  alternate  weeks.

One  nurse  is 
responsible  for  the  work  in  the  Hebden  Bridge  and 
Hepton  districts ; the  other  nurse’s  area  covers  the 
Mytholmroyd,  Luddenden  Foot  and  Midgley  districts.

Analgesia 

The  midwives  are  trained  in  the  administration  of  trilene 
and  gas  and  air  analgesia  and  provided  with  the  neces- 
sary equipment.  Analgesia  is  available  to  all  motheis 
desiring  it,  subject  to  satisfactory  medical  examination. 

Home  Nursing  Service 

There  are  two  full-time  Home  Nurses  working  in  the 
Hebden  Royd  Urban  District.  Their  areas  are  similar 
to  those  worked  by  the  two  midwives. 


D.  Health  Visiting 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  are  combined  with  those 
of  School  Nurse.  In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act  the  scope  of  this  service  includes  home  visiting  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of  children  and  persons 
(including  adults)  suffering  from  illness  and/or  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers.  The  Health  Visitor  also  gives  advice  in  the 
home  as  to  measures  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
infection. 
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£.  Home  Helps 

I he  recruitment  of  suitable  women  to  be  Hortie  Helps 
again  proved  to  be  difficult.  During  1%3,  73  cases  were 
attended  by  Home  Helps,  and  the  total  number  of  hours 
worked  was  8,965  as  compared  with  8,757  hours  the  previous 
year. 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
the  County  Council  provide  domestic  help  for  households 
“ where  such  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any 
person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally 
defective,  aged,  or  a child  not  over  compulsory  school  age.” 

Of  the  73  cases  attended  in  1963,  Home  Helps  were 
provided  for  the  following  reasons  63  aged  and  chronic 
sick,  10  maternity. 

F.  Care  and  After  Care 

Special  provisions  are  in  operation  for  the  care  and  after 
care  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  mental  illness 
or  sub-normality,  venereal  disease,  and  other  illness. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

A.  full-time  tuberculosis  health  visitor  is  employed  in 
the  division.  She  attends  the  chest  clinics  at  the  Halifax 
Royal  Infirmary  and  at  Todmorden  and  has  helped  to  forge 
a valuable  link  with  the  hospital  services.  She  is  also 
responsible  for  visiting  patients  at  home  and  helps  to  trace 
and  supervise  their  contacts.  In  1963,  90i  visits  were  paid 
to  233  households  in  the  division.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  fourteenth 
annual  report  as  your  public  health  inspector  and  cleansing 
superintendent. 

On  the  1st  October,  1963,  the  Meat  Inspection  Regula- 
tions, 1963,  came  into  operation.  Ail  requirements  of  the 
regulations  are  being  carried  out  fully  and  in  detail  although 
this  has  meant  some  increase  in  time  spent  on  meat  inspection 
duties. 

Some  further  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  the 
carrying  out  of  the  Council’s  slum  clearance  programme  by 
the  makina  of  clearance  orders  in  respect  of  two  further  areas. 
Even  so,  the  programme  is  a long  way  behind  schedule. 

Mr.  N.  Helliwell  left  the  department  to  take  up  another 
appointment  in  September  and,  as  his  successor,  Mr.  M.  J. 
Dudding,  did  not  take  up  duty  until  the  middle  of  December, 
this  left  me  without  an  assistant  for  approximately  three 
months  This  meant  inevitably,  that  a certain  amount  of 
routine  work  had  to  be  left  undone  and  is  reflected  in  the 
number  of  inspections  made. 

I would  like  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
willing  assistance  given  to  me  by  my  staff,  both  technical, 
administrative  and  manual. 
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My  sincere  thanks  are  tendered  to  Dr.  N.  E.  Gordon, 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  to  the  other  chief  officers 
of  the  Council  who  have  willingly  provided  certain  informa- 
tion from  their  records  for  inclusion  in  this  report. 

Finally,  may  I assure  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  I greatly 
appreciate  the  interest  and  support  of  yourself  and  other 
members  of  the  Health  Committee.
